/'"CENTRAL  High  School’s  193  8  class  members  are  now  classified  as  lOB’s, 
lOA’s,  and  llB’s  and  comprise  the  present  sophomore  class.  There 
are  approximately  seven  hundred  fifty  pupils  in  this  group.  Most  of  them 
came  from  the  three  Muncie  junior  high  schools,  Blaine,  Field  House,  and 
Wilson.  About  twenty-five  of  them  were  transferred  from  junior  high 
schools  in  other  Indiana  cities  or  other  states. 

When  lOB’s  enter  Central,  whether  in  the  fall  or  spring,  they  are  given  programs  of 
subjects  arranged  with  their  counselors  in  the  junior  high  schools.  Their  classes  are 
planned  in  accordance  with  their  previous  school  records.  An  important  subject  which 
they  find  listed  is  orientation.  An  orientation  group  usually  has  an  enrollment  of  be¬ 
tween  forty  and  fifty  and  is  conducted  by  a  counselor,  who  helps  pupils  adjust  them¬ 
selves  to  senior  high  school.  After  the  preliminary  adjustments  have  been  completed, 
this  group  guidance  program  and  counseling  continues  throughout  the  semester.  Con¬ 
sideration  is  given  to  evaluation  of  the  high  school  plan,  individual  interests  and  abili¬ 
ties,  college  training,  and  vocations.  Pupils  have  conferences  with  counselors  on  educa¬ 
tional  or  vocational  problems  with  which  they  need  help.  There  is  a  shelf  of  excellent 
books  in  204,  the  room  in  which  orientation  classes  meet;  these  are  used  in  the  units  on 
vocational  guidance  and  self-development.

FLIGHT  OF  THE  1936  CLIPPER

The  grand  finale  of  a  grand  flight  was  the  luncheon  given  by  Exchange  Club  mem¬ 
bers  for  Central’s  honor  sophomores.  Following  the  speeches,  we  were  entertained  by 
Barton  Rees  Pogue,  one  of  Indiana’s  well-known  poets. 

Thus  the  Central  Clipper  rounded  the  final  pylon  on  the  sophomore  leg  of  the  journey 
to  the  Land  of  Education  with  its  nose  still  pointed  toward  the  goal  of  Ambition. 


JUNIOR  JOURNEY  EVENTFUL 

Shortly  after  the  Central  Clipper  returned  to  the  air  for  its  junior  journey,  it  dipped 
its  wings  in  salute  to  the  old  order,  for  the  class  of  193  6  had  organized.  The  aftermath 
of  a  junior  convocation  and  campaign  chapel  was  the  election  of  Richard  Barton,  presi¬ 
dent;  Robert  Goul,  vice-president;  Jayne  Galbraith,  secretary;  and  Jane  Blease,  treasurer. 

Progressing  steadily,  the  Central  Clipper  moved  closer  toward  its  goal.  A  highlight 
of  the  fall  semester’s  progress  was  the  announcement  that  several  juniors  had  been 
elected  to  membership  in  the  Central  Honor  Society.  This  represents  the  high  pinnacle 
of  scholastic  achievement  in  Central. 

The  trusty  Clipper  plunged  head-long  into  the  bag  of  activities  and  emerged  with  the 
annual  junior  play.  An  old  southern  drama,  "Mignonete,”  was  chosen,  and  under  the 
able  direction  of  Miss  Maude  Michael,  the  production  was  a  four-star  hit.  Mary  Car¬ 
oline  Warner  and  Jim  Fosdick  had  the  leading  roles  and  were  supported  by  an  excellent 
cast.  193  5  saw  the  revival  of  baseball  at  Central  with  Raymond  Jolly  as  coach.  The 
team  roster  was  well-sprinkled  with  juniors,  who  gave  good  accounts  of  themselves. 

The  last  beacon  loomed  in  the  distance  as  the  Central  Clipper  sailed  surely  on  its 
course.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  junior  class,  Murdock,  the  Magician,  proceeded  to  mys¬ 
tify  the  passengers  on  board  ship.  As  the  junior-senior  prom  neared,  Murdock’s  spirit 
seemed  reluctant  to  leave.  All  arrangements  were  veiled  in  secrecy  as  old  and  broken  mir¬ 
rors  were  collected.  On  the  night  of  the  prom,  these  mirrors  glistened  forth  in  the  form 
of  a  beautiful  half-moon  to  kindle  the  light  fantastic. 

Thus  was  completed  the  second  leg  of  the  trip  to  the  Land  of  Education.  Our  trusty 
Clipper  alighted  only  to  gain  momentum  toward  its  senior  goal. 


SENIOR  PORT  SIGHTED 


The  good  Clipper  boomed  from  the  runway  and  glided  slowly  toward  the  senior 
spotlight,  the  final  beacon  on  the  airway  to  Education  and  Life.  First  to  appear 
in  the  glimmering  light  was  the  senior  campaign.  Opened  by  the  preliminary  nomina¬ 
tions,  the  campaign  assumed  big-time  proportions  and  climaxed  in  the  campaign  supper. 
As  a  result  of  the  fiery  oratory  and  flashy  signs  that  marked  the  hotly-contested  elec¬ 
tion,  Don  Church  was  chosen  president;  Howard  McKinley,  vice-president;  Lois  Gardner, 
secretary;  and  Robert  Williams,  treasurer. 

The  course  became  more  apparent,  and  a  new  organization  appeared  in  the  ever- 
brightening  light.  The  fall  semester  witnessed  the  formation  of  a  Student  Council  at 
Central.  Designed  to  advise  in  student  regulation,  this  development  came  at  the  direct 
request  of  the  student  body  through  a  student  forum.  Soon  the  spotlight  was  focused  on 
the  academic  with  the  election  of  several  seniors  to  membership  in  the  Central  High 
School  Honor  Society. 

With  the  arrival  of  spring  vacation,  a  bus  loaded  with  students  temporarily  deserted 
the  Clipper,  and  advanced  on  the  East  and  Washington,  D.  C.  A  full  week  of  sight¬ 
seeing  was  enjoyed  with  the  itinerary  including  many  points  of  interest  in  the  vicinity 
of  our  nation’s  capital.  However,  those  senior  gypsies  were  eager  to  return  to  the  Clipper 
as  it  neared  the  home  port,  giving  promise  of  weeks  packed  with  senior  activities  and 
over-flowing  in  good  fellowship. 

In  the  glow  of  an  ever-brightening  beacon,  spring  activities  were  set  in  motion  by  the 
senior  class  play  and  the  mothers’  reception.  Then  followed  the  junior-senior  prom,  the 
senior  dance,  and  class  day  exercises.  As  the  light  of  graduation  loomed  near,  it  was 
kindled  by  the  annual  baccalaureate  service.  Final  gestures  of  good-fellowship  were  the 
senior  banquet  and  picnic.  Then  the  port  was  cleared;  the  spotlight  flared.  Our  Central 
Clipper  glided  to  the  fieldhouse,  basking  in  the  radiant  brilliance  of  beacons,  millions 
of  them,  lighting  the  paths  of  life.  The  faithful  passengers  were  presented  with  diplomas, 
their  passports  to  new  worlds  of  success,  inspiration,  and  happiness.
